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The Fox Speaks 


(A Foxes Eye View of the Hunt) 
Direct from the Fox’s Den by Bruce Buck, KC4UQN 


To start with, I found out that I was supposed to be the fox for a bi-monthly fox hunt, one day before 
the hunt itself. Fortunately, most of the regulars were ill and since I was the fox I used my fox skills and got 
the hunt delayed a week. 

I really didn’t have a solid plan in what I wanted to do for the hunt, except that I did want to be near 
a restaurant to get an occasional cup of coffee while the hounds were trying to find my transmitter. 

The transmitter was my Alinco DJ-SOOT. The antenna was a di-pole that I had made last year. I 
borrowed two other h/ts from KN4AQ (thanks Gary!) for monitoring my transmitter and the 147.15 repeater. 
I had given consideration that once I found a suitable hiding place, I would turn the transmitter on, play a 
pre-recorded tape, find a high place, and watch the fun. 

The day of the hunt, I headed towards an area near the Wake Forest Rd. and Falls of The Neuse Rd. 
split. 1 planned to park in the parking lot on the west side of Fall of The Neuse Rd.. There were trees on 
the edge of the lot and plenty of cars, and Bo Jangles was just 30 yards away. Perfect! 

When I drove there, I somehow got on the wrong lane and with the heavy traffic I was not able to 
get to the right to make my turn. So, I decided to go into the parking lot across the street to turn around. 
This parking lot had Griffin’s restaurant in the back, behind a hill, and it’s own parking lot full of cars. This 
was even better. 

I managed to get the end parking space with a small field next to me. I pulled in and put what was 
called by some of the hounds, my “camouflaged” di-pole. (The wire of the flat top had green insulation.) 
Since I had about 45 minutes until the hunt was to begin, I went into the restaurant and had breakfast. 

I took an h/t inside and talked to some of the hounds while I was waiting for breakfast. There was 
enough noise in there that they would have easily heard it. I didn’t keep it a secret that I that I was having 
breakfast I was hoping that they would keep that in the back of their minds while they were looking. 

At 10:00 EST the hunt was on. The hounds started from the North Hills parking lot. They were 
informed by KM4LB about the wattage (750 mW ) and the antenna was horizontally polarized. That was 
only information they had. I deviated from my plan to use a pre-recorded tape with would leave the h/t in 
continuous transmit. I started talking to what seemed to be no one. This turned boring after a while so I 
stopped. This got the hunters to respond. During the entire hunt I would alternate between voice and the

449.95 / 445.95 MHz and a packet cluster node on 147.57 MHz. All 
repeaters cover Raleigh, and most of the surrounding Wake County 
area. The auto-patch on W4DW is now no longer closed and is open 
to all duly licensed amateurs.

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MINUTES OF THE MEETING 


Board Meeting 
January 20, 1993 


The monthly board meeting of the Raleigh Amateur Radio Society 
was held at the YMCA on Hillsborough St. The meeting was called to 
order by KM4BU at 7:10. Members present at that time: KN4AQ, 
WA4BPJ, KO4CK, K4HF. KD4OKR, WA4PEN,, KC4UPZ. Late: 
KN4BS, N4BYO. Excused: KB4MDZ, WA4MIJF, KA3PSK. Absent: 
AA4MY. 

KD4OKR noted a correction for page 3 of the minutes. The 
word document was omitted from the sentence about bulletin board 
problems. Motion by WA4PEN with second by KD4OKR to approve 
the minutes of the December board meeting with noted correction. None 
opposed. 

WA4BPJ presented the Treasurer’s report. Membership is now 
at 426. Question as to whether funds for the RARSfest Social come out 
of the regular club treasury or the hamfest account?_Any expenditures 
related to the hamfest are to come from the hamfest account and the 
social is a hamfest-related expense. 

Brian KD4BFJ reported of ATV. The first meeting was held 
with about 23 in attendance. The official name will be the Triangle ATV 
Association. Annual support dues to be $25/member, $35/family and an 
associate member class at $10. The repeater is in the works with some 
equipment already on hand and some on order. Repeater to be located 
im the Research Triangle Park. Officers: KJ4SO, President, WA4WTX, 
Vice President, KD4BFJ, Treasurer. Charter and organizational papers 
being drawn up by WA4PEN and N4SSU. 

KC4UPZ Doug and N4YRD John reported on RARS participa- 
tion with ARES net. KC4UPZ talked to Tom KM4LB who was in favor 
of RARS participation. The ARES net is planned for Mondays following 
the HF net. N4YRD said the ARES repeater of choice for the county is 
.715 with .64 mainly as backup. Itis not known yet whether it would meet 
once a month or twice a month. 

WA4BPJ said he has put together an interim one-page informa- 
tion sheet that he has been sending out with membership application 
forms. He and KN4AQ will get together to finalize something along that 
line. 


K4HF said he had talked to John Kanode (our ARRL director) 
about the league planning meetings. They have not held such a meeting 
for the past year ortwo. They used to be necessary because there weren’t 
that many hamfests. Now with more hamfests having ARRL Forums, 
people have plenty of opportunity to meet with ARRL representatives. 
With that in mind, it was decided not to pursue the matter further. 

KN4AQ reported there were about $60 in photography ex- 


penses incurred by KC4UQN on the SAREX project. N4IZE was 
reimbursed for his expenses from that project with money from the 
sale of the SAREX tapes. The school’s largest expense was for the 
coax and the school club will handle that. WA4PEN moved that 
KC4UQN be reimbursed for the photographic expenses incurred 
during the SAREX project. Second by KD4OKR. None opposed. 
Motion carried. 

KN4AQ noted that there is no coordination of frequencies 
where packet is concemed. It is time that RARS started paying 
attention to packet in general A packet frequency coordination 
forum will be held at the RARSfest. A group in westem Carolina is 
beginning to do packet coordination, but the eastern part of the state 
isnotpart of that. This should no longer be the case. There is aperson 
inthe area who is willing todo packet coordination. There:is concem: 
that packet is moving beyond the original set of frequencies that 
were band planned for them. This type of unplanned growth 
parallels what happened with the voice repeaters in the 60’s and 
early 70’s. When coordination did come along, things had to be 
realigned. Gary plans to lobby SERA to become spectrum manage- 
ment rather than just for repeaters. WA4PEN made the point that 
packet need not operate strictly on 2 meters. More frequency pairs 
are available on 440, for example. 

KO4CK said WOUCE asked her to mention that he and 
NA4G wanted to starta CW SIG. WA4PEN, SIG coordinator, said 
he would touch base with them. Any time anyone wants to pursue 
something like that, they are free todo so. Edis always available to 
answer questions and give support. 

KM4LB Tom announced that W4UTA, Land Beamer, had 
become a silent key. He was retired IBMer. 

Board Member Comments: 

WA4PEN recommended that a group be appointed to look 
at where we are and where we want to be 5 years from now. A 
particular area of interest is hamfests. There are now six clubs 
(RARS, DFMA, Cary, OCRA, and 2 in Johnston county) in the area 
who are putting on annual ‘fests. RARS could chair a meeting with 
representatives from these clubs and explore the possibility of doing 
a “Dayton-South” type of hamfest. It would take a lot of planning 
and cooperation from all and could do a lot for amateur radio in the 
area. Things could be accomplished that would never occur with a 
ore- or two-day event. It would take years to plan and implement 
such an idea. 

WA4BPJ has been making corrections to the roster and 
would like to put out anew one in the March issue of the Exciter. This 
would give everyone time to get more corrections to him. It will be 
ordered by call suffix. KC4UPZ will make announcements on the 
nightly net to solicit corrections. 

Discussion on whether to return to sending the Exciter bulk 
rate. Still need to find out if there is any way to improve delivery 
using that means of mailing. It takes until the end of the weekend 
after the board meeting to finish everything up for the Exciter and 
then about 5 more days to get it printed, stamped, labeled and mailed. 
First class seems worth the extra cost to insure members receive the 
Exciter in a timely manner. 

N4BYO said that KA3PSK is going to look over the bulletin 
board software and try to fix specific problems. He does not plan go 
back to the old system. KD4OKR has been on some bulletin boards 
running the same software as ours and will get together with 
KA3PSK and give him the names of the SYSOPs so Rick can get 
ideas from them. 
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KD4OKR said the students at East Wake Middle School and 


High School have formed the East Wake Schools Amateur Radio 


Club. Patrick Reams is the President. They drafted the constitution 
and have requested ARRL affiliation. In the constitution they say the 
club is committed to affiliation with RARS to derive the benefits 
provided therein. They recognize that the club would not be where 
they are now without the help of RARS. Their first license class starts 
January 21. In their by-laws they have a provision to offer a special 
Elmer membership to be given by the president to anyone donating 
time, talent or treasure to the improvement of the club - past, present 
or future (at the discretion of that club’s president). The club president 
requested that Mike give RARS a copy of the membership list and the 
constitution. 

KD4OKR contacted ARRL about the Archie comics and they 
mailed him 200. A big part of getting them was due to the SAREX 
event. Healsohas 150 youth pamphlets describing what amateur radio 
is all about. If anyone is interested in dissemination - youth flyers can 
be used for those interested and can be followed up with the Archie 
comics if further interest is shown. 

The standard for order forms is in forthe QSL cards. The first 
group of orders will be going in January 21. Delivery to be at a board 
meeting or a regular meeting. 

KM4BU had information regarding the Handy Ham Silver 
Jubilee; anyone wanting information in order to support them on a 
personal basis, see Walter. 

N4BYO said a new RARS member N4CYQ Kenneth indi- 
cated an interest in financial and legal components. He now has a copy 
of the non profit material that Jim received. Kenneth has been doing 
some research that might give him more insight into things that might 
help us gain that status. Jim is getting information from othernon profit 
clubs to help in the process. 

KC4UPZ wanted to know what the board wants for the 8:00 
net. tis not a part of the NTS. K4TWW, the Section Traffic Manager, 
said that there is no need for .64 to be an NTS net. Just because we are 
not affiliated with NTS, does not preclude traffic being passed. Traffic 
can be brought to the net and if someone will take it, fine. If not, instruct 
them to take it to the .88 machine. Training in traffic handling would 
still be helpful for RARS members. 

KN4AQ asked KC4UPZ for a list of public service activities 
that RARS may be participating in. This will help in the publicity 
aspect. 

K4HF said that the RARSfest flyers are out and that many 
were distributed at the FROSTfest in Richmond. He even had some 
vendors sign up while he was there. Flyers have been distributed to 
some Radio Shacks and he asked board members to take more to pass 
out. Spread the word about the homebrew contest at the RARSfest. 
Also, get the word out that someone from ARRL Headquanters will be 
at our hamfest to put on a presentation and to check QSL cards for 
endorsements for the DXCC and above. He had samples of possible 
badges with the RARS logo that Badge Man will have available at the 
RARSfest. Chuck wanted comments on color, etc. Only one color will 
be produced. 

KD4BFJ mentioned that a friend of his had attended the last 
meeting and was not particularly made to feel welcome or even 
approached on how to join the club. Just be aware and try to make 
people feel at home at meetings and gatherings. 

Motion by WA4PEN to adjoum. None opposed. Meeting 
adjoumed at 9:50.

tape which was made from the speech synth on one of 
my computers. The tape had random words such as 
“Warning”, “Danger”, “Gottcha”, “Good”, etc.. Italso 
had sound affects such as gun shots, laser blasts, chimes 
and the like. Every minute with a machine like voice, 
it would say, “This is KC4UQN.”. (Shades of 64.)

THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN PACKET AND 
KUDZU 


I’m going to ramble about packet for a few 
paragraph here. If you don’t like packet, you might read 
along anyway. I’m not going to tell you how to 
“Connect” or set parameters ina TNC. If I’m lucky, I 
won't even use the abbreviation TNC again. If you’re 
really into packet, my challenge is getting an expert like 
you to listen to a novice like me. 

My topic is: how well is packet getting along with 
it’s neighbors, right here in North Carolina, on VHF and 
UHF? The short way to say this is “Frequency Coordi- 
nation.” I don’t promise to stick to the topic. 

Regular Exciter readers will remember that two 
months ago I stuck my head up above the weeds and 
noticed that there seemed to be some conflicts brewing 
between packet and voice simplex operation on two- 
meters. Some Durham hams were talking about putting 
a node up on 147.48 (the “official” RARS simplex 
channel). (A node is kind ofa packet repeater — it picks 
up a signal from you, and passes it to me, but it does it 
all on one frequency, not two like a voice repeater). 
That incident helped me realize that packet is growing, 
and the growth may be a bit out of control. The Durham 
hams didn’t know where to go to find out what fre- 
quency was available for their node, and neither did I. 

I also noticed that the SERA (SouthEastern Re- 
peater Association) “digital” band plan does NOT 
include frequencies in common use for packet around 
here — 147.54 and 147.57. The channels listed for 
packet by SERA are 145.01, 03, 05, 07, 09, 61, 63, 65, 
67 and 69. 

A few road trips taught me that the 147 MHz 
packet activity was nota local phenomenon. I’ve heard 
bursts in Charlotte, the Triad, Ashville, Knoxville, and 
Nashville. And I’ve communicated with packet opera- 
tors down toward the coast who’ ve told me about their 
packet systems using 147 MHz spectrum. 

Messages have recently popped up on the 
PacketCluster — people to the east, on toward Virginia 
Beach, are jockeying frequencies to get traffic linked in 


and out of Raleigh, trying to find a place for a cluster in 
Rocky Mount and down on the coast. “Where do we 
operate that won’t interfere with someone, and no one 
will interfere with us?” In many cases the answer was 
found in the 147 MHz range, not the band-planned 145 
MHz range. 

I asked around, but didn’t find much opinion 
about that. I hadn’t asked the right people... 


WAYNE'S WORLD 

The February issue of the “SERA Repeater Jour- 
nal” arrived with a blistering page-one editorial con- 
demning packet on “voice frequencies.” Journal Editor 
Wayne Williams K4MOB titled his editorial “Is There 
Going To Be Trouble,” and then did his best to assure 
that there will be. Wayne wrote “It’s hard to understand 
why operators of packet see fit to go up into the FM 
voice simplex frequencies, but I guess some of these 
operators feel they can do and go as they please... Ido 
know that the digital people operating on voice simplex 
frequencies are wrong.” 

Wayne hints strongly that the FCC will be look- 
ing into the matter (I doubt it), and asks packet operators 
to move back to frequencies where they can “operate 
properly and legally where you are supposed to.” (Noth- 
ing, as far as I can see, is “illegal” about packet 
operation above 147 MHz.) 

Then, a few weeks ago, KD4BFJ and I attended 
our first meeting of the CDCC (Carolina Digital Coor- 
dinating Council — see a separate article on them 
hopefully in this issue of the Exciter). A large part of the 
meeting was dedicated to discussion of this issue. 
Wayne’s editorial had just hit the mailboxes, and a 
representative of a group of simplex operators ad- 
dressed the group with acomplaint about anew node (on 
147.54) interfering with the group’s simplex operation 
(on 147.555, 15 kHz above the node). This operation 
was all in the Hickory area, I believe. 

The immediate resolution of that conflict was a 
decision to move the new node, in this case back to a 
“digital” frequency near 145 MHz. But that doesn’t 
solve what Wayne and I think will be a wider spread 
problem. 


HIGH-SPEED PACKET ON 147.48 
Have you been hearing anything strange on 147.48 
(the RARS “Official Simplex Frequency?” For months, 
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every minute or so, my squelch will “pop,” just a short 
burst of noise. At first, I wrote it off to having my base 
station in a high RF-noise environment here by the 
Fairgrounds (have you seen the tower along Hwy. 54 
that looks like the candelabra on Liberace’s piano — its 
just down the street). But I’ ve also heard it while mobile 
all around Raleigh. And I’ve heard it while visiting 
N4VQT’s home station. Finally, while driving back 
from the westalong I-40, [heard it in the Burlington area 
— this time pegging my S-meter! 

OK, I won’t hold you in suspense any longer. 
(Oops, the headline above kind of spoiled the suspense 
already, didn’t it?) Well, there are some hams putting 
together a high-speed data link between Burlington and 
Wilmington, and perhaps other spots in NC, on 147.48. 
In this case, “high-speed” is 9600 bauds (the packet you 
hear just about everywhere else on two-meters is 1200 
bauds). On a narrow-band FM receiver, 9600 bauds 
packet sounds like “Pssssst,” and it’s gone. I guess when 
there’s a LOT of traffic, it won’t be gone so quick. 


WHY GO ABOVE 147MHz? 

Packet operators give several reasons for using 
the top end of the band. In some areas of the state, the 
bottom end is “full.” How efficiently “full” I’m not 
prepared to say. Also, if you want to operate a “dual- 
port” system, shuttling traffic from a local bulletin- 
board to the 145.01 “backbone,” you need either an 
expensive duplexer, or lots of frequency separation. 
Finally, there may be some simple ignorance of the band 
plan. With little available coordination, there is cer- 
tainly a lot of ignorance about spectrum utilization. 


HOW BIG IS THIS “PROBLEM?” 

Good question. You’re going to have to tell me. 
146.52 is the National Simplex Channel. Around 
Raleigh, it is hardly crowded. The 146 MHz simplex 
channels carry some traffic, but there’s plenty of elbow 
room. I picked 147.48 for “RARS Simplex” to provide 
frequency separation from 146.64, since we use both 
channels at club functions. But the Triangle isn’t the 
country’s biggest metro area (this is a nationwide 
problem, but hasn’t received national attention in QST 
yet). 

Around North Carolina, the 147 MHz simplex/ 
packet problem probably looks most like the issue 
presented to the CDCC meeting. Clubs, ad-hoc groups 
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- and individual hams have been using the channels as 


more or less “private” channels, and want to stand on 
their “prior-use” claim. And then, of course, there’s the 
“principle of the thing.” 


GET TO THE POINT 

I said I was going to ramble. I didn’t promise a 
point. My goal is to make you aware of the problem. 
The solution is a little way off (unless you accept 
Wayne’s solution — everybody shut up and go back 
where you came from). The SERA has been backing off 
packet for a while, saying they have set aside frequen- 
cies for packet, and its up to the packet people to decide 
what to do with them. The CDCC is fairly new, operates 
only in part of North Carolina, and has not established 
a close working relationship with SERA yet. Simplex 
users have no “official” voice, and haven’t tried using 
clubs like RARS to create one. Probably they’re 
unaware of what’s happening until one day they’re 
blasted by a packet BRAAAAP. 

My crystal ball says that the 147 MHz “simplex” 
band is already de-facto a packet band. I’m sad that it 
developed that way while nobody was watching (or 
talking), but I doubt it will change. I have been 
unsuccessful in learning the national extent of packet 
above 147, but Ill keep trying. Band plans are not cut 
in stone, they evolve to meet (or perhaps too often, to 
reflect) changes in need and use. All interested parties 
need to talk to each other, the sooner the better. 

What do you think?

April. 

It was moved, seconded and passed that the sig 
purchase with sig money a 1296Mhz 54 element loop 
yagi for use during contests. 

The meeting ended and we all headed for the 
kitchen and some of Sherry’s famous desserts.

SOS RARS 


A Precursor to RIP RARS?

Never let it be said that The Exciter shuns the 
controversial article or any contribution, come to that 
hint hint nudge nudge.

The RARS I once knew and loved greatly is dying. 
Although our membership rolls are at an all-time high 
(or close to it), I see the club writhing in agony. Like a 
cancer, I see RARS being consumed from within by 
uncontrolled growth.

Yes, we have the SIGs — and I suppose an argu- 
ment could be presented that basically says once inside 
the club, anew member can simply go to the SIG of his 
choice. Well, here’s a test: list as many of the SIGs as 
youcan. After you’ve done that, list who you’d contact 
within the club to join a SIG.

Or a SIG 
presentation at a club meeting? 

What scares me the most about RARS today is that 
those who dig in & become actively obsessed with the 
club soon burn out. Why? They get NO SUPPORT

they said, but their ideas at least caused you to think. 
Whether you were on HF or VHF, or not on the air at all, 
the newsletter tied the club members together. Today... 
each and every one of our members has a brain. They 
have opinions. They have likes and dislikes. But you’d 
never know it. No body writes. No body shares. It 
seems like nobody wants to be part of the club. (Now 
we have “Ham Radio in Raleigh, as seen by Gary 
Pierce” (No offence Gary, but if you ever decide to stop 
writing, there won’t be anything between the covers!!) 
And how about some words of wisdom from our es- 
teemed President. I don’t think I’ve seen a word from 
him since he assumed the office! 

Field Day. This is “officially” a once a year contest 
sponsored by the ARRL to demonstrate emergency 
preparedness. You head on out to the boonies ... pitch 
your tents, string wire antennas, make contacts. RARS’s 
definition: a media Circus. Let’s put on a show. 
Demonstrate amateur radio. Have TV stations, the 
general public all come out, wander around, ask ques- 
tions. The more, the better. Well, excuse me RARS ... 
I’m NOT there to be an exhibit on display. I’ve been out 
there since Friday noon, establishing a camp. I’ve 
strung my antennas, and now I’m there sweating, work- 
ing, trying toeke outa westcoast CW contact. I’m there 
enjoying myself; I’m enjoying my some of the best 
fellowship RARS has to offer. I haven’t put in all this 
work and sweat to have some visiting clod tnp on my 
coax, interrupt the QSO to ask asinine questions.
